When fte first telephone was 
placed on President Grant's 
desk , he used it with surprise 
and pleasure but remarked that 
he did not suppose anyone would 
ever want to use fte thing.

U.S.S.R. We should seek to de­ 
velop the basis for these agree­ 
ments by further expanded con­ 
tacts and exchanges with top 
Soviet leadership. 


“Soviet policy remains sys­ 
tematically geared to create 
and to exploit openings for the 
extension of Soviet power and 
influence offered by political un­ 
rest, 
economic 
sluggishness, 
diplomatic disarray, and mili­ 
tary weakness within the free 
community. 


“In addition to developing a 
full spectrum of military capa­ 
bilities which wiO make fte 
Communists hesitate to employ 
force at any level (including 
guerrilla warfare and urban in­ 
surrection), we must seek to 
minimne the emergence of cir­ 
cumstances and situations which 
permit such Communist pres­ 
sures and intervention.

Of course the government, as 
with practically aU govern­ 
ments. has more power than 
the individual does. Our ques­ 
tioner implies that you have a 
choice of leaving the country. 
But you do not have the choice 
of whether you want to pay tax­ 
es or not Again, it is your duty 
if you have good will toward 
your fellow man and your chil­ 
dren to stay and try to get peo­ 
ple to understand 
that we 
will be better off and we wfll 
have less crime, more spiritual 
development, 
m o r e 
mortal 
growth, and physical prosperity, 
if we respect the property of 
others, whether it is the major- 
ty or a single individual inter­ 
fering with the fruits of a nun s 
labor or what has been volun­ 
tarily given to him. 


It is not necessary, of course, 
to go to Australia or England 
or any place else to get out of 
paying taxes. All you have, to 
do is give all your property 
away. If you are a married 
man you can give $8,000 away 
each year to as many people 
as you want to. In fact, you 
could give aU the wealth of the 
richest man in the world away 
in one year by simply giving 
all your wealth away and tben 
not producing any more wealth. 
Then commit a crime and get 
in jail and have the government 
take care of you. But no man 
of character or virtue would 
want to require other people 
to take care of him in order to 
prevent him from paying taxes. 


Paying taxes is sort of a 
Hobson's choice. You are stuck 
no matter what you do. If you 
give your wealth away and 
everyone else did the same and 
produced no wealth, there would 
not be anyone to distribute and 
print magazines, books, and 
newspapers. 
Hie newspapers 
and the books that do not have 
to be licensed are in a position 
to do as much real educating, 
if they wUl throw their col­ 
umns open and have their con­ 
victions as to what is right chal­ 
lenged, as any other media. 
They are much more capable of 
doing it than anything that is 
licensed, such as radio or TV 
or anything that has to have, ? 
license from fte state. A news­ 
paper, book or magazine needs 
no license to publish. Therefore, 
they are more nearly free than 
most businesses. Even some 
farmers now have to get per­ 
mission from the state to raise 
certain crops, and find out how 
much acreage they can culti­ 
vate.

Steel Industry Sees Demand In Near Future 


By ROBERT J REGAN ..... . 
NEW YORIO U PI)-T h€ steel' 
industry put a respectable year* 
behind it as the last page is 
tom from the 1963 calendar, 
and it loots forward to more of 
the same in 1964 
Judging by a look at orders 
rolling in during late November 
and early December, a strong 
first quarter is assured accord­ 
ing to steel observers. There 
was an unexpected spurt in in­ 
coming orders as December got 
underway which caused an up­ 
ward revision in the industry’s 
outlook for the final 1963 quar­ 
ter and the initial 1964 period. 
During the first ten months, 
the industry's shipments of fin­ 
ished 
steel 
products 
totaling 
64 4 million tons represented a! 
four million-ton gain over the 
same 1962 period The industry 
shipped 70 5 million tons in 1962 
and. although it will fall short 
of the 1955 peak of 84 7 million 
tons, the 1963 total is expected 
to show a healthy gain 
Aside from marketing consid 
orations and problems, a whole 
new set of which faces the steel 
industry next year, steel will 
enter 1964 with the task of siz­ 
ing up a new administration in 
Washington—and might have to 
prepare to do the whole thing 
all over again before the year 
is out 
The mills avoided a repetition 
of the 
1962 head-on collision 
with the Kennedy Administra­ 


tion on steel prices by taking 
the “selective increase” route 
instead of an across-the-board 
increase 
Whatever 
Washing­ 
ton's sentiments were as prices 
were nudged up from time to 
time over the year on a brood 
range of steel items, there was 
no overt opposition From mid­ 
year on. steel industry profits 
began to improve noticeably, re­ 
flecting both the price hikes and 
higher sales volume. 
This is not to discount steel’s 
better showing in a number of 
other fields, however, construc­ 
tion and appliances being prom­ 
inent examples. Indications arr 
that construction and consumer 
durables will do well again in 
1964. the latter particularly if 
personal income taxes are cut. 
Just as changes in deprecia­ 
tion allowances helped steel in 
the capital goods sector in 1962- 
63. so will the personal income 
tax reduction help steel in 1964. 
steel observers maintain 
Among the problems steel will 
have to cope with in 1964 are 
m ing imports and competition 
from other materials. The alu­ 
minum companies squared off 
on steel's metal container m ar­ 
ket a few years back, hut pur­ 
sued it with a vengeance only 
in 1963 and the latter part oif 
1962 
Aluminum s share of the con­ 
tainer market is only a small 
part of the total served by tin­ 
plate. but it is growing and 


skimming some of the cream 
off the top The beer can m ar­ 
ket was a major battleground 
in 1963 
The aluminum com­ 
panies started an assault with 
variously - fashioned can tops, 
then reached out for the whole 
can.

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Steel Industry Sees Demand in Near Fuhire 
By ROBERT J. REGAN 
NEW YORK(UPI)-The steel 
industry put a respectable year 
behind it as the last page is 
tom from the 1963 calendar, 
and it looks forward to more of 
the same in 1964. 
Judging by a look at orders 
rolling in during late Novonber 
and early December, a strong 
first quarter is assured accord­ 
ing to steel observers. There 
was an unexpected spurt in in­ 
coming orders as December got 
underway which caused an up­ 
ward revision in the industry's 
outlook for the final 1963 quar­ 
ter and the initial 1964 period. 
During the first tai monUis, 
the industry’s shipments of fin­ 
ished steel products totaling 
64.4 million t(Mis represented a 
four million-ton gahi over the 
same 1 ^ period. The industry 
shipped' 70.5 miUion tons in 1962 
and, although it will fall short 
of the 1955 peak of 84.7 miUion 
tons, the 1963 total is expected 
to show a healthy gain. 
Aside from marketing consid­ 
erations and problems, a whole 
new set of which faces the steel 
industry next year, steel will 
enter 1964 with the task of siz­ 
ing up a new administration in 
Washington—and might have to 
prepare to do the whole thing 
all over again before the year 
is out.

Thursday that contrary to pre­ 
viously held expert opinions, 
birds will eat butterflies. 


According to Bruce Peterson 
of the CU Dept, of Biology, 113 
live Monarchs were eaten off of 
the patio of Paul Nesbit, 711 
Colombia Rd., at whose home 
Peterson has been conducting 
the experiments. 


Says Peterson, "For decades, 
biology books have commonly 
stated that Monarch butterflies 
are inedible. The supposed bit­ 
ter taste of these butterflies was 
assumed to protect them from 
hungry birds. But these butter­ 
flies, flown in from California, 
were eaten by Scrub Jays, Pin- 
on Jays, and a Chickadee that 
habitually come to the Nesbit’s 
home for grain and suet.” 


Peterson and Nesbit Thursday 
showed films they took of the 
birds feeding on the butterflies 
during the research project. 


Peterson said, “In case some 
might say that these birds were 
extra hungry because of winter 
food scarcity, I have already 
done a similar experiment with 
birds at the Iowa Lakeside Lab­ 
oratory.” Lakeside is an ex­ 
tension of the State University 
of Iowa, where Peterson was a 
student last summer. 


Five other kinds of birds ate 
Monarch butterflies in the Iowa 
experiment, according to Peter­ 
son. They were Brown Thrash­ 
ers, Robins, Cardinals, Grack- 
les and English Sparrows. 


Peterson, a native of Omaha, 
Neb., also said that another but­ 
terfly, the Viceroy, closely re­ 
sembles the Monarch, and that 
books on the subject have held 
that the Monarch is inedible 
since it feeds on milkweeds. 
Peterson said the butterflies 
used in his experiments were 
also fed on milkweed and that 
this did not stop the birds from 
eatingthem.

“Start with Type Two,” was 
the advice Thursday of the El 
Paso County Medical Society to 
residents in the Pikes Peak Re­ 
gion who missed the first of 
three Sabin oral polio vaccines 
administered in November. 


To the 75,000 residents of El 
Paso and Teller County who re­ 
ceived Type One the dodot'sii- 
sued the reminder that all three 
serums are needed for com­ 
plete 
protection. 
Type 
Two 
K-0 Polio Sunday is this Sun­ 
day. 


A large number of infants 
were under the three month age 
limit when Type One was avail- 
bale but these children can re­ 
ceive Types Two and Three. 
Anyone who missed one of the 
doses may make it up six weeks 
after the end of the program 
through his own family physic­ 
ian., according to Dr. James 
Carris, president of the El Paso 
County Medical Society. 


For the convenience of resi­ 
dents wanting additional infor­ 
mation the K-0 Polio project 
has a special telephone number 
636-3738. 


There is no maximum age 
limit. Everyone, including those 
who have had injected polio 
vaccine in the past are encour­ 
aged to receive the Sabin oral 
vaccine on a sugar cube. Sabin 
vaccine is long term while the 
old Salk vaccine required boost­ 
er shots regularly. In addition 
Sabin oral vaccine eliminates 
the virus in healthy carriers, 
making it possible for the com­ 
munity to completely eliminate 
polio. 


Residents visiting the polio 
clinics between 11:30 a.m., and 
4:30 p.m., may pay 25 cents to 
offset the cost of the serum, but 
those who cannot afford the 
charge are encouraged to re­ 
ceive the v a c c i n e free of 
charge. 


For the convenience of the 
public 
pre-registration 
forms 
are published in this newspaper 
to speed up the processing at 
the clinic. In most instances 
the nearest clinic will be located 
in the public grade school in 
each neighborhood. A complete 
list of dmic sites will be pub­ 
lished Sunday.

OUE ANCESTORS 
by Quincy:

WASHINGTON — Any notion 
that the Era of the Irishman is 
out with John F. Kennedy is 
being dispelled by Rep. Michael 
J. Kirwan (D-Ohioi. Not that 
Johnson is exactly Irish, mind 
you But he is very sympathetic. 
Kirwan, who annually throws 
the biggest ft. Patrick s Day 
wingding here, cites the fact 
that the new President has pro­ 
vided him with his favorite sym­ 
bol of early Gaelic America 
The most conspicuous adorn­ 
ment on Kirwan s office desk is 
a 20-inch statuette given him al­ 
most 20 years ago by then Rep 
(Lyndon B Johnson. It immor­ 
talizes a snub-nosed, jut-chinned 
Irish immigrant, complete with 
clay 
pipe, 
red working shirt 
with right sleeve rolled up and 
black patched pants. He loks 
(like somebody straight out of 
Finley Peter Dunne’s ‘ Mr. Do- 
ley,” and the caption under­ 
neath is: “ Mr. Dimocrat.” 
Back in 1938. a craftsman in 
Johnson s own Texas Congres­ 
sional District presented 
this 
handiwork to him. and others to 
such more illustrious Democrats 
at the time as Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull. Secretary’ of In­ 
terior Harold Ickes and Presi­ 
dent Franklin D Roosevelt lone 
of the Hibernian statuettes now 
rests in the Hyde Park Memo­ 
rial Museum'. 
Congressman Johnson proud­ 
ly displayed this symbol of Irish 
industry on his office desk. and 
many a colleague stopped by to 
admire it Kirwan began lokmg 
at the spirit of early Insh-Amer- 
icanism so greedily that John­ 
son finally said: 
"Mike, you 
love it so much I’m going to 
give it to you.” 
A CONVERSATION PIEC E 
AND A SERMONETTE 
Kirwan put it on his desk, then 
persuaded the late Robert Hen- 
negan, chairman of the Demo­ 
cratic 
National Committee at 
the time. to install the figurine 
at the 1944 Democratic conven­ 
tion in Chicago ‘ for inspira­ 
tion ” Kirwan now plans to car­ 
ry it to the 1964 Democratic 
convention 
in 
Atlantic 
City. 
N. J., for luck 
Meanwhile the Ohio Congress­ 
man shows off ‘ Mr. Dimocrat” 
to his own stream of visitors 
Many come to him hat in hand 
because he has become one of 
the most powerful men in the 
House as chairman of the House 
Demon atic Congressional Cam­ 
paign Committee and chairman 
of the Appropriations subcom­ 
mittee which handles 
public 
works (pork barrel) funds 
‘'Many bishops.” Catholic K ir­ 
wan tells his visitors, “ have 
said this statue expresses a ser­ 
mon in two ways: How many 
people in our soft society today 
would, as Mr. Dimocrat is do­ 
ing. extend their chin to stop a 
blow or roll up their sleeves to 
deter one?” 
As one who entered Congress 
with Johnson in 1937 Kirwan can 
speak candidly of his associa­ 
tions with the new President. He 
felt a kind of negative nostalgia 
when he read yesterday of John­ 
son’s deer-hunting with Tennes­ 
see 
ex-Gov Buford Ellington. 
in Texas. The 77-year-old Ohio 
Congressman 
recalls with 
a 
wince that in 1959 he, Ellington 
and Johnson shared the same 
auto as they hunted deer on the 
Texas ranch of Judge A. W 
Moursun (the same place where 
L B J stalked game Thursday!. 
Ellington got his deer. Kirwan 
relates, but. he fired his rifle 
close to Kirwan s ear. The Con­ 
gressman claims he has been 
hard of hear mg ever since. 
President Johnson has a par­ 
tiality for brightly hued femi­ 
nine costumes — anything less 
he calls "mulish colors." He 
gave Mrs Johnson a red host­ 
ess gown for her birthday a 
week ago. and one of his Christ­ 
mas 
presents 
for his 
older 
daughter, Lynda Bird, was a 
red. pouch-pocket dress 
A Finnish designer's version 
of a shift, the dress is called a

WASHINGTON - Any notion 
that the Era of the Irishman is 
out with John F. Kennedy is 
being dispelled by Rep. Michael 
J. Kirwan (B-Ohio). Not that 
Johnson is exactly Irish, mind 
you. But he is very sympathetic. 


Kirwan, who annually throws 
the biggest St. Patrick’s Day 
whingding here, cites the fact 
that the new President has pro­ 
vided him with his favorite sym­ 
bol of early Gaelic America. 


The most conspicuous adorn­ 
ment on Kirwan's office desk is 
a 20-inch statuette given him al­ 
most 20 years ago by then Rep. 
Lyndon B. Johnson. It immor­ 
talizes a snub-nosed, jut-chinned 
Irish immigrant, complete with 
clay pipe, 
red working shirt 
with right sleeve rolled up and 
black patched pants. He loks 
like somebody straight out of 
Finley Peter Dunne’s “Mr. Do- 
ley," and the caption under­ 
neath is: “Mr. Dimocrat.” 
Back in 1938, a craftsman in 
Johnson’s own Texas Congres­ 
sional District presented this 
handiwork to him, and others to 
such more illustrious Democrats 
at the time as Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull. Secretary of In­ 
terior Harold Ickes and Presi­ 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt (one 
of the Hibernian statuettes now 
rests in the Hyde Park Memo­ 
rial Museum). 


Congressman Johnson proud­ 
ly displayed this symbol of Irish 
industry on his office desk, and 
many a colleague stopped by to 
admire it. Kirwan began loking 
at the spirit of early Irish-Amer- 
icanism so greedily that John­ 
son finally said: 
“Mike, you 
love it so much I’m going to 
give it to vou.’’ 
A CONVERSATION PIECE 
AND A SERMONETTE 
Kirwan put it on his desk, then 
persuaded the late Robert Hen­ 
ri egan, chairman of the Demo­ 
cratic National Committee at 
the time, to install the figurine 
at the 1944 Democratic conven­ 
tion in Chicago “for inspira­ 
tion.” Kirwan now plans to car­ 
ry it to the 1964 Democratic 
convention 
in 
Atlantic City, 
N. J., for luck. 


Meanwhile the Ohio Congress­ 
man shows off “Mr. Dimocrat” 
to his own stream of visitors. 
Many come to him hat in hand 
because he has become one of 
the most powerful men in the 
House as chairman of the House 
Democratic Congressional Cam­ 
paign Committee and chairman 
of the Appropriatioas subcom­ 
mittee which handles 
public 
works (pork barrel) funds 
“Many bishops,” Catholic Kir­ 
wan tells his visitors, "have 
said this statue expresses a ser­ 
mon in two ways: How many 
people in our soft society today 
would, as Mr. Dimocrat is do­ 
ing, extend their chin to stop a 
blow or roll up their sleeves to 
deter one? 


As one who entered Congress 
with Johnson in 1937 Kirwan can 
speak candidly of his associa­ 
tions with the new President. He 
felt a kind of negative nostalgia 
when he read yesterday of John­ 
son’s deer-hunting with Tennes­ 
see ex-Gov. Buford Ellington, 
in Texas. The 77-year-old Ohio 
Congressman recalls with a 
wince that in 1959 he, Ellington 
and Johnson shared the same 
auto as- they huoted deer m.the 
Texas ranch of Judge A. W. 
Moursun (the same place where 
LBJ stalked game Thursday). 


Ellington got his deer, Kirwan 
relates, but, be fired his rifle 
close to Kirwan's ear. The Con­ 
gressman claims he has been 
bard of hearing ever since. 


President Johnson has a par­ 
tiality for brightly hued femi­ 
nine costumes — anything less 
he calk "raulish. colora.” He 
gavé Mrs. Johnson a red host­ 
ess gown for her birthday a 
week ago, and one of his Christ­ 
mas presents for his older 
daughter, Lynda Bird, was a 
red, pouch-pocket dress.

When Jackson was in the 
White House, what was called 
King Mob had the run of the 
main floor oily. These “rooms 
of state” are now open, as us­ 
ual, to the public during certain 
hours but they file thru in or­ 
derly lines. 
A HOUSE FOR LIVING, 
NOT JUST LOOKING 
LBJ’s Texas hospitality has 
basically shown up in the way 
he has invited an unusual num­ 
ber of guests to make a “grand 
tour" (with him as guide) of the 
second floor living quarters. 


The Johnson brand of hospi­ 
tality is more like that of Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt than Jackson's. 
In the 1930s, as Robert E. Sher­ 
wood pointed out in his book 
"Roosevelt and Hopkins,” there 
was about the White House “a 
remarkable air of small-town 
friendliness. . .you were made 
to feel really welcome.” 


The Johnsons are also like the 
Roosvelt tenants in another re­ 
spect. As Sherwood said in re­ 
calling the FDR days. “ a chair 
was something to sit down on— 
and all that one asked of it was 
comfort: a table was something 
to put things on and a wall was 
something to be covered with 
the greatest possible number of 
pictures of sentimental value.” 


For the time being, however, 
this will be more of a Johnson 
ideal than accomplishment as 
the 
living 
quarters 
abound 
with historical objects collected 
by Jacqueline Kennedy.
